Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the nijtht of the 15th February, 1983. information wa.s 
received by the State Officer, Kaivi that some armed dacoits 
were seen near village Ldohwara, The Station Officer, along- 
with available PAC force immediately moved out for verify¬ 
ing the information and in search of the dacoits. I’he force 
was divided into two groups; ohe under the leadership of the 
Station Officer, Karvi and the other under Sub-Inspector of 
Police. Both the parties made a thorough search of the 
dacoits but in vain. When the Police parties were returning 
on the next morning at about 5 A.M,, they noticed 8-9 armed 
dacoits in a small hut in a ‘Arhar’ field. On being challenged 
by the Police party, tlic dacoits opened fire. The* Police 
immediately took position in the ‘Arhar’ field in tvwa separate 
group-one towards the north-west aitid the other on western 
wde of the field. The Pohee challenged the dacoits to lay 
down their arm and surrender but they resorted to heavy 
firing on the Police, The Police also opened fire in self 
defence. In the meantime, Shri Raj Kumar Dubey, Head 


Constable. PAC and another Constable quietly advanced from 
the western side. Despite heavy firing, Shri Dubev advaneea 
crawling inch by inch towards the dacoits. Unfortunatciv. 
a stray bullet hit Shri Dubey with the result he sustained hi- 
juries in his right hand and lett leg. The LMG carried by 
him was also damaged. At that time the daceits came out 
of the hut and took advantageous position but their efforts 
were foiled by the resolute stand taken by the Sub-Inspector 
and Shri Raj Kumar Dubey. With determined firing, the 
Police succeeded in shooting down three dacoits Includ^ 
the gang leader Nathuwa. The other dacoits escaped taking 
advantage of ’Arhar’ field. The other two dead dacoits were 
later identified as Ciaya and Kallu Arokh. Two SBBL dacoits 
were later identified as Gaya and Kallu Arckh. Two SBBL 
12 bore guns and 5 live cartridges were recovered from the 
dacoits. 

In this encounter, Shri Raj Kumar Dubey. Head Constable, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courgo and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the

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Staiemetent of sfrvicts for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On’ the 9th April, 1983, Shri S, K, Tripatb, Suorintendent 
of Police ROt information, that the dacoit Ranc of Vishnu 
Lohar, alonRwith a Kldnaoee, would proceed toward Jamauri, 
District Jalaun, Shri Tripathi formed two Police parties one 
headed by himself and the other hv Shri lai Deo Sinuh 
Verma, Deputy Sluperintendent of Police and also flashed 
messaRe to the neiRhbourinR Police authorities. 

The Police Party headed by Shri Jai Deo SinRh Veirna 
was sent to Dadri .Sunehta to act as atrikins party with ins¬ 
tructions to force the Ranc to move towards Jamauri side, 
where Shri Tripathi and his partv would be waiting at a 
strategic point. The informer pointed the soot, where the 
Rang members were taking bath in a Nallah after laving down 
their arms and ammunition nearby on the bank. One of 
the gang members was RuardinR the kidnapee Kailnsh Yadov, 
Shri Verma challenged the gang to surrender. On this the 
guard standing near the kidnapee opened fire on the Police 
party. The other dacoits also took their weapons and started 
firing at the Police party. The Police could not fire freely 
as the kidnapee was in the midst of the dacoits. However, 
Shri Verma and his men fired in a controlled manner and 
were able to rescue the kidnapee. Thereafter the gang cros¬ 
sed the river Betwa and advanced towards Jamauri. The 
Superintendent of Police. Hamirour located the gang and 
challenged them to surrender but the gang resorted to 
heavy firing on the Police, Meanwhile' Shri Verma. who led 
the other Police Party, also came chasing the gang, which 
made the situation complicated. To avoid risk or cross fire, 
both the Police kept on firinc in a very controlled manner 
and killed four dacoits, who were recognised ns Pishne 
T.ohar, B.are T.al, Subhash and Ramadhar.
